As a proposition is being 
put to the voters of Greenville 
Graded School District. No. 14, 
looking to the issuing of bonds 
for the purpose of further in- 
creasing the scope of usefulness 
of said school, I suppose natu- 
rally a great many of our prop- 
erty owners would be inter- 
ested in what progress is being 
made with the bonds issued pre- 
viously, and for their enlighten- 
ment 1 will submit the following 
brief summary of the condition 
of that part of the school's 
work : 

On July 1st. 1909. the Trus- 
tees of this District issued and 
sold $12,000.00 of the 20 year 
bonds of the district and erected 
therewith the magnificent school 
building, which we now occupy. 
The bonds were 20 j ear bonds, 
made subject to the call of the 
Hoard of Trustees, and the 
Board has adopted a policy of 
calling and cancelling each year 
all the bonds they could pay for.
